Encountering only Light. enemy resistance, gov- 
ernment forces completed sweep operations along the 
enst bank of the Mekong opposite Phnom Fenh over the 
weekend. Northwest of Phnom Penh, howavaer, the op- 
eration to reopen Route 5 has bean postponed indefi-~ 
nitely because of stiff Communist resistance that 
forced the abandenment af sevaral small autposts. 
in the south, government forces have xeoucupled the 
village o}! Tram ‘thnar along Route 3 after losing it 
briefly to the Communists on 29 April. Government 
forces have also again reoccupiad the village of Siem 
Reap some 12 miles from Phnom Penh along Route 2. 
Farther south, government forces have eypanded Takeo's 
defensive perimeter to the southeast and northeast, 


but continue to run up agqeinst strong resietance west
